Schools hook up to virtual desktop

New technology will allow students access to their 
homework from any computer in the world. 

There goes the excuse of forgetting your assignment 
at school. 

Students r an log onto any computer w ith an Internet 
connection and access saved work or software on 
Chinook’s Edge mainframe. 

“They can connect to all the resources they would 
have at school. Students are no longer confined to a 
computer lab or school hours," said Jeff Thompson, 
principal of Westglen Middle School. 

“They don't need to bring home a binder or load data 
onto a thumb drive, they just save work at school and 
log into it at home or wherever.” 

As it is, students could lose data on their own hard 
drive, but with this technology all the information is 
stored on a central machine at Chinook’s Edge in 
Innisfail. 

Seven schools in the school district are piloting the 
technology, called a virtual desktop, including 
Westglen and Didsbury High School. Within three 


years, all the schools in the district will be online. 

Alberta Education is funding the project with a 
$300,000 grant. 

Ted Harvey, supervisor for information technology 
at Chinook’s Edge, is the man behind the project. He 
said this type of program has a wealth of benefits, 
including allowing kids to learn at their own pace. 
Those who can't keep up at school can bring their pro¬ 
gram home. 

This virtual desktop also includes secure chat sites 
available only to those in Chinook’s Edge, so teachers 
and students can chat about assignments and upcom¬ 
ing projects. 

Any information stored on the mainframe, no matter 
if the student is at school or home, is controlled by the 
division. That means students’ activities can be moni¬ 
tored and access to inappropriate material stopped in 
its tracks. The superintendent of the district can also 
view any written work or data stored on the desktop. 

This is in no way a bad thing and could be used by 
parents to make sure their children are accessing safe 
online material, Harvey said. 

“We have a little more control when students log 
onto a machine at home. It becomes a safer environ¬ 


ment for them to be than on their own because we 
have automated tools to protect them.” 

The tools would monitor cyberbullying, block 
pornography views and catch any predator contact. 

Garth Dagg, principal at Didsbury High School is 
excited about the new technology, but for an entirely 
different reason than just keeping students safe in 
their own homes. 

He said this system could eliminate the separation 
between haves and have-nots. 

“There are families who think, “how can I afford to 
get my son a $1,200 program so he can have the same 
stuff he has at school?” 

“They don't have to worry about that anymore. 
Students from all locations and social backgrounds... 
will have equal access to programs the school uses 
like Microsoft Word and PowerPoint.” 

The program will be uploaded to schools in 
Didsbury, Sundre, Cremona, Spruce View, Penhold 
and Olds this September. 

Westglen will be the first of the seven to also put 
teachers online. Instructors will be able to access 
their lesson plans, projects and data stored on divi¬ 
sion servers at home or while they’re on vacation.

Didsbury army cadet named top shooter

When Braedon Turnbull walked away from a B.C. cadet 
training camp w ith the top gun award, officers joked this 
prairie boy probably got his skill shooting gophers. 

Oddly enough, they were right on target. 

Before he signed up with the Didsbury Army Cadets, the 
only experience the teenager had with a rifle was shoot¬ 
ing gophers on his family’s farm. 

“I only really got into marksmanship this year,” he said. 
"This is my first year in cadets and my dad and I joined the 
International Defensive Pistol Association last April.” 

The local cadets have a regimented marksmanship pro¬ 
gram that puts out a handful of award-winning shooters, 
although this is the first time any cadet has packed home 
a top gun award from the Army Cadet Summer Training 
Centre in Vernon, B.C. 


Turnbull beat out Hit) other cadets ranging from 12 to 18 
years old. 

“Oh yea, he stood out That’s a lot of competition for any 
cadet and to get best marksman...it’s an indication of his 
training,” said Wayne Ernde, public information officer for 
the cadet training centre. 

When Turnbull took his shots, he didn’t think he did 
well. He had to get the bull’s eye in 12 targets with a Daisy 
air rifle and the gaping wounds weren’t looking good. It 
was a shock to get awarded top gun, he said. 

“I text my dad and told him about it. He told me he was 
really proud; both of my parents were.” 

Captain Brad Gregor, commanding officer for the 
Didsbury Army Cadets said the prestigious award is a 
reflection of Turnbull’s skill and dedication. 

“I didn’t actually peg him as a top shot, but this is the 
fun of marksmanship. The unexpected begins to take 
place as you get into big tournaments. A cadet can go 


from last to first very suddenly if they master the basics,” 
he said. 

With the decoration, Turnbull will be able to advance 
his career in marksmanship. There are scholarship train¬ 
ing camps in Ottawa and England and national and inter¬ 
national competitions. 

He could spend his entire five-year cadet career shoot¬ 
ing targets if he so wanted, Emde said. 

Turnbull definitely wants to stock up on more marks¬ 
man awards and hopes the experience will lend itself to a 
career in policing.

illation, but the tombstones. They give a peek into what life 
was like hack then, Kelly said. 

A few memorials would have the husband's name written 
in the epitaph, but the wife would be called just that, “wife.” 

“Wives didn’t really have their own identity, they were 
“the wife of" or “Ms. Frank Kelly." it definitely makes it a 
challenge to identify people." 

Kelly spent hours digging for information about the peo¬ 
ple buried in the local grave site for the Cemetery 
Committee, a group dedicated to beautifying the area. The 
money raised in this event will go towards maintenance - 
putting in new shrubs or installing park benches. 

“Basically this committee is doing the same thing we do 
at the museum, preserving history," Kelly said. 

She jumped on board because she recognizes that

“Here is Cornelius Hiebert. He was the first MLA when 
Alberta became a province,” she said pointing at a glossy 
monument 

“He belonged to the Masons, you can see by the symbol 
on his stone.” 

Kelly, president of the museum society and Cemetery 
Committee member, looks down at her notes and frowns. 
It reads he has a wife and child but she hasn't found them 
buried nearby. 

“We haven’t been able to find his wife. There is just this 
grave next to him that’s similar to his. It has the same 
Mason mark," she said pointing at a headstone reading 
Meta Schreifels. 

“We can’t find any record of her. 1 wonder if there is a 
connection?” 

Hiebert and the mystery woman resting beside him will 
be part of the tour the Cemetery Committee has been plot¬ 
ting for September 12, 19 and 2b at 2 p.m. at the Didsbury 
graveyard. 

The tour, which is by donation, will weave through the 
final resting places of the town’s founders, mayors, war 
heroes and postmasters. 

“I think this cemetery tells us a bit about our past. Here 
are the people who worked hard to create what we have 
today. It’s important we know this stuff,” Kelly said. 

“I mean our first mayor died at age 56, does anyone know 
that?" 

The Didsbury cemetery has a long history with its oldest 
grave dating back to 1899, five years after the first settlers 
arrived. 

Thirty-four Mennonites trekked from Waterloo County, 
()nt. to the Alberta prairies on the request of Prime Minister 
Sir. John A. MacDonald. Jacob Y. Shantz led them and 
although the founder didn’t stay, his relatives did. Elias 
Shantz, the brother of the original founder, was the first to 
be buried in town. He was a Sunday school superintendent 
and after asking everyone in church to sing, “We are going 
down the valley one by one,” he died. 

His descendents had the fust child in the district and 
donated the land for Rose Bud School, the area’s only edu¬ 
cational centre. 

It is not just the resting characters who can capture imag- 


although the cemetery isn’t poorly maintained there are 
some areas that need help. The trees that have kept watch 
over the bones for centuries need to be replaced and the 
gravestones need to be straightened. 

“There needs to 1 h> someone to fix these things, because 
not all the families of these people an* around today," she 
said. 

Gerard Marginet, the founding member of the committee, 
sees maintaining the graveyard as an important but chal¬ 
lenging task. 

He said too many people think maintaining the look of 
the cemetery is the town’s responsibility or a use for tax¬ 
payers’ dollars. Although the town does own the general 
property, there are also 3,12f> privately owned plots.

Suicide prevention 
should be 
community goal

With World Suicide Prevention Day being recog¬ 
nized on September 10, Central Alberta residents of 
all ages have a vested interest in becoming more 
aware of the causes and impacts of this leading 
cause of preventable death. 

Sadly, many suicides today involve young people 
caught up in the troubling new phenomenon of 
cyberbullying - young lives cut short and families 
devastated as a result of technology being used to 
hurt and harm. 

By learning more about how to recognize cyberbul¬ 
lying and by making young people fully aware it is 
unacceptable and criminal in all cases, parents, 
teachers and other stakeholders can make a differ¬ 
ence. 

Recognized by the International Association for 
Suicide Prevention and the World Health 
(irganization, World Suicide Prevention Day is a time 
set aside to raise awareness of suicide as a nuyor 
preventable cause of death and of the many suicide 
prevention strategies at work at the national and 
local level. 

Alberta Health defines cyberbullying as harass¬ 
ment conducted through the use of e-mails, instant 
messaging, websites and social networking sites. 

The harassment can include direct e-mail mes¬ 
sages threatening the victim or victims, posting com¬ 
promising photos or videos online, or posting defam¬ 
atory or obscene messages. 

Results of cyberbullying can include feelings that 
the harassment is inescapable because it can occur 
wherever technology is available, and feeling power¬ 
less, frustrated, betrayed, afraid, excluded and 
exposed. 

“Just like other forms of bullying, cyberbullying is 
about power and control,” says Alberta Health. 
“Those who bully others are trying to establish dom¬ 
inance over people they perceive to be weaker. 
Those who bully want to make others feel there is 
something wrong with them.” 

hi many cases, young victims may feel reluctant to 
report the cyberbullying out of fear of losing access 
to the technology they themselves use to communi¬ 
cate with friends and family. 

The Alberta government has recognized the dan¬ 
gers of cyberbullying and has created a Bullying 
Prevention Strategy, making resources available to 
children, youths and adults. Information on those 
resources is available online at die Government of 
Alberta website. 

As widi other types of bullying the best way to 
combat cyberbullying is to expose it to the light of 
day by re|M>rting it to school officials, jxilice or other 
authority figures. 

With the new school year now underway, teachers, 
counsellors and administrators across the region will 
no doubt lie working hard to make sure cyberbully- 
ing finds nothing but scorn among students of all 
ages. The community at large should applaud the 
educators’ efforts. 

As well, parents and other caregivers can do every¬ 
one a big favour by taking a few minutes to talk to 
their kids about cyberbullying and how it’s never 
acceptable.

Parent peeved about school zone construction 


This morning I was driving my daughter to school. It 
was a difficult drive as there was so much confusion 
about where to drive. Pylons were only about five feet 
apart in places making it difficult to manoeuvre; big 
I nicks were moving forward and backing up. Little 
machines were driving forward and backing up. 
Construction people were walking out in front of vehi¬ 
cles. Little children were running across the road behind 
tnicks that were backing up, unseen by the drivers of 
the big trucks. The little children were very excited it 
was the first day of school and completely oblivious to 
the potential danger that they were in. Parents had very 
little room to park to drop their children off at the 
school because many big trucks were parked in the 
usual street parking places in front of Ross Ford School. 
There were no police anywhere that 1 could see, and at 
the time I was going to the school at 8:10 there was only 
one patrol person at the far north intersection by the 
Westglen School. 

I went to the town office to express my disbelief and 
shock with regards to the activity happening as it did. 
School zone signs are put up for safety of the children, 
and yet contractors can come in and do whatever, drive 
however, and park wherever they want. 

Anyway, town office was closed but two nice town 
employees were parked there so I asked what to do. 
They advised me to go to the yards and that they didn’t 
doubt that there would be complaints over this. 1 went 
to the yards (by then I was steamed—I apologize for 
that). 1 did approach my concerns as undiplomatically 
as I could at the yards...the response was equally 
undiplomatic. The town employee's words were “Don’t 
tell me how to do my job and I won’t tell you how to do 
yours”. I don’t know what job he thought I had; perhaps 
he was referring to my job as a parent. 1 probably should 


not have gone to the yard, because I realize now that 
these people do not have the best people skills. But then 
they shouldn't have an office that is open to the public 
in that case. 

Regardless, I went to the town office again and the 
town manager pulled me into chambers and 1 was by 
then in tears because of my experience from the morn¬ 
ing. The town manager tried to pacify me by saying that 
tenders for contracts are put out and that it costs the 
town extra to tell the contractors when to do the work. 
He also told me that he is not in control of when they do 
the work. 1 am wondering who runs this town if he has 
no control over this. 

1 am furious at the response and please know that the 
manager does not have to pacify me in order to do the 
job that he is hired to do. If he is not in charge of this 
situation, what can we expect during times of real need? 
We citizens expect our children to be safe at all times. 
That a chance would be taken that could endanger the 
safety and very life of even one of the little citizens of 
this town is terrible. There are still many hours of the 
day now that children are not at school when this work 
could be done. Why wasn’t the work done in July and 
August? Why wasn’t the work done in front of the 
school first so they could be finished before school 
started, then they could start on the other streets. I 
would rather that they were working on the non-school 
front streets this week. Remember last year on the first 
day of school there was construction happening to put 
in sidewalks on the street going to the high school (15th 
Avenue), and children had to walk in the middle of the 
busy road to get to school. It seems to me that there is a 
huge issue with road construction planning going on in 
this town. And. ..where is the common sense in this?

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Town mourns teen 

Suicide education urged

This small town is reeling 
after the death of a 17-year- 
old athlete with Olympic- 
sized dreams. 

Nearly 700 people attend¬ 
ed the memorial of Lucas 
Fulton, a five-year fencing 
veteran who took his own 
life, August 25. 

Lucas was practising to 
become a high-calibre ath¬ 
lete at an international level 
and had “everything going 
for him,” said friends and 
family. 

Lucas was planning to 
fence on his weekends to 
boost up his scores so he 
could qualify for more com- 
petitions and was training 
to become the head coach 
for the t’arstairs Corsairs 
Fencing Club. 

“Fencing was his ultimate 
passion. He just loved it,” 
said his father, Gord 
Fulton. 

“I remember him fencing 
with this guy from the 
Olympic team and Luc beat 
him. He was so excited.” 

Once his talent was rec¬ 
ognized Lucas was encour¬ 
aged by his coach to join 
Epic Fencing in Calgary, a 
club renowned for training 
Olympic athletes. 

“I le wasn’t the most cor¬ 
rect or sophisticated fencer 
but he had such precise 
timing. It was really impres¬ 
sive. He just became 
uncoachable to me,” said 
James Birchall, head coach 
for the Carstairs Corsairs

information,” said Mr. 
Fulton. 

“Families and kids need 
to learn what the signs are 
and what to do when some¬ 
one discloses they want to 
harm themselves.” 

Schools typically do les¬ 
sons on depression ;md sui¬ 
cide, but Didsbury High 
School plans on giving 
teenagers a refresher ses¬ 
sion this semester. 

“This has been a huge 
loss to the school...and 
we’ve talked to his friends 
and they think it might be 
best to wait a few months 
before we do some kind of 
education,” said Garth 
Dagg, principal at the 
school.

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Home-schoolers hit the books

“It’s hard for it teacher to do that when they have to get it 
certain agenda into a child and have 20 or .'to to teach." 

The Mountaimiew Home-school Association, which su|>- 
ports families looking to teach at home, says ntorp families 
are looking to jiersonalize education - or cater studies to their 
children. 

“Some families were seeing their children slip through the 
cracks iit public school...at home parents can work with 
them on the an‘as they need help most." said Beth Wiens, 
president of the association 

There are 150 children who belong to the association, 
though not every home-schooled child belongs to this sup¬ 
port group. 

The Mountain view organization provides many opportuni¬ 
ties that would he difficult for individual families to provide. 
Families c;ui participate in weekly physical education classes 
and monthly field trips. Students can get together with their 
[veers to skate and swim or celebrate milestones, like gradu¬ 
ation. 

Wiens said families in this support group are still fighting 
perceptions that children aren't socialized or parents ;ire not 
Qualified to teach. 

“These are the most popular statements and they are just 
not true,” she said. 

Parents consider themselves some of the best teachers 
because they are looking at developing the whole person. 
After all, home-schooling is not just about the academic hut 
character building and making sure children have the tools 
needed to contribute to society, Wiens said. 

As for lieing socialized, sometimes Wiens thinks these stu¬ 
dents art 1 too much so. 

They are socialized naturally with people of all ages as we 
all do once we are out of school, she said. They are also usu¬ 
ally involve! in sjxirt teams or regularly meet with their peers 
through the home-school network. They are “not at all cut off 
from the world.” 

Thomas, 17, runs into the occasional conunent tliat home- 
schooled youth are sheltered or anti-social hut he said the 
perception fades once people get to know him. 

He has played football in Airdrie and said a lot of his team¬ 
mates were curious about what it’s like to be home-schooled. 
Not a lot of people understand what it’s all about, he said. 

Growing up, it was no big deal Hurt his mom was teaching 
him geometry or science instead of a teacher. 

This fall the 17-year-old is heading to public school and said 
it will take some adjustment.

Michelle Patterson s[>ent hours making sure her classroom 
was ready for Septemlier liecause like other students, her 
children were heading back to their studies 

Although unlike others, Alexander, Marjorie-Anno. Bany- 
William and Joseph only have to go as far as their dining 
room, whem they tux' home-schooled. 

Tlte space doesn’t look like a classroom. The dining room 
has a large rectangular table with a piano noting near one 
end and ;ui easel on the other. Rctures of the Pope and reli¬ 
gious articles decorate the shelves and tabletops and a book¬ 
shelf teeming with texts towers over the makeshift work 
desk. 

This Ls where her four children do most of their studies, 
although they are free to practise their math on the kitchen 
table, read on the front veranda or w rite a project on the com¬ 
fort of their beds. 

This Ls not a stressful environment,” Patterson said. 

Tlte Pattersons are among 60 families in Mountain View- 
County who have opted to teach their children at home. 

For the Patterson parents, home-schooling their children 
wasn’t their first choice. They had the two oldest, of what 
would later be six children, enrolled in private school but 
they didn’t like the lessons taught. 

“We are Catholic and we tried a private school but they 
were a different denomination. They werp teaching their faith 
to our children and we were teaching them ours,” she said. 

“It became confusing for them.” 

It took her awhile to “get her head wrapped around" the 
idea of teaching her own children but once she did, she* was 
convinced it was the right choice. 

Twelve years and one graduate later, Patterson says home¬ 
schooling Ls going well. 

This fall, she has four children from 9 to 16-years-old at the 
table. Her second oldest, Thomas, 17, is heading into the pub¬ 
lic school system in Olds tlus fall to spend his last year play¬ 
ing football 

Tlte children staying with her will get a blended program of 
one-on-one lessons and online courses from St. Paul’s 
Academy in Okotoks. 

“There are so many different ways to do this. You can do a 
traditional program or a blended one and your children are 
not bound to the classroom,” Patterson said. 

Home-schooling luis some advantages over the public 
school system, she adds. It allows her children to learn at 
their own pace and pursue their own interests. 

“The beauty of tlus is that you can look at your children and 
see what interests they have - science, sport or piano - and 
focus on developing that," she said.
